The pire of Great Briain is 
tetera a ih great trial which is 
mow peading, not on the groond of the 
peewniary consi involved, but on 
the bigber groand that by the verdict of 
the arbit , wha'ever that might be, 
a peaceful “ddlation of qoestions wiil be 
arrived at that could only other wise have 
been settled by a resort to arms, involv - 
ing immébuse destruction to property, loss 
of life, and seriously crippling the ener- 
pba resources of both nations. The 
nien of Conada, even wore then 
England herself, bas cause for thankfal- 
ness that the sa\j-cts of difference be 
tveen England and America are abvot 
to find a peaceful sid satisfactory solu- 
sion, for.the, reason that bad they had 
recourse to violevt means to obtain satis- 
tien for real or fancied grivvances, Cun- 
adian soil would buave constituted the 
battleground on whieh those issu 
would have been fuaglit oct, and it would 
have fallen to the Jot “of the Canadian 
people to beer wot, only their full sbure 
of all the*fighting to be done, but t. 
witness tbe inv vitable devastation of the r 
country -as the resalt of a quarrel they 
had no hand ic creating. The fragmentary 
* secounte'wh'ch come to hand every day 
or two from Geneva indicate the early 
completion of the lubors of the Court of 
Arbitration, and it will certainly uot be 
long nor betore ‘their verdict will be 
made known. We care very little wha 
that verdict may be—we believe it will 
be a fair and impartial one, and entertain 
not a donbt that both paities to the caus 
will yield a hearty submission to tle 
fedement ‘of the Court wheo they mak. 
pown their decision. It is somewhai 
amusing. to read the despatches to the 
Awerican papers and theit comments on 
those despatches as they oppear from 
day to ddy. If they are to be believed, 
everything. is. progressing even © more 
. favorably than the most ultra American 
cou'd wish, Not only wil! their direct 
claims bé feliy.allowed, but even the in 
direct ones are likely to receive the 
most fasorable consideration of th 
Court. Yesterday we were told tia: 
“the proceedings before the tiibonal of 
arbitration progress favorably to thir 
Governnjent, bat advices are silent as ws 
the probable emount of money awarded.” 
We hav@, thé’ utmost respect for the 
wisdom of the Court, for the reason. that 
ite first act was to close its doors against 
the medditsonie’ iiterference of news- 
@»per and the prying curiosity 
of that usefal but sometimes over-cfficious 
class of persous.. Llad they been per 
mitted to ener the Court-room und re- 
the proceedings, the chances ar 
aeet the tabors of the Court would have 
been so misrepresented by ose purty or 
the other, and probably by both, wish a 
view to bgleging outside pressure to bear 
wpon their deliberations and influence 
their judgment, as to materially change 
the decision now to be arrived at, if not 
to lead to pee up of the Cour 
before com aly contlosion at all 
As it is, neither party can-tel! how mat- 
ters are really tending Uncle Sam be- 
lieves that, poe. se be is concerned, 
everything is going along lovely. Ac- 
cording tq, bis ides, Jubo Bolliis just ax 
oe ag mued, and that he will 
ve to pay every doller of compensa- 
tion demanded for, losses sustained by 
Alabama depredations is looked upon as » 
2 conclusion. On the otber han: 
John Bull takes the matter with his ac- 
customed coolnesstand stolidity, relying 
upon the justice of his cause and the wis- 
and impartiality of the arbitra‘ors, 
believing that he by right is not indebted 
a single dbflar to the American Govern 
ment on Alaliduia account, but ready to 
bow gracefally'to the jadgment of the 
Court andto pey every dime that may 
be awarded against him, shoold i: amount 
to one dollar or to willions. It is there 
fore clear that,the looked-for judgment 
of the Geneva 'trituoal, whatever it may 
be, will be. final, full, and peaceful! set- 
tlement ofall matters in dispute between 
the two nations; and may we not be 
allowed th express the bope that all past 
diffcalties having been fairly aud houor- 
ably adjusted, England and America may 
ever afierbe firm friends avd faithlul 
allies, t forall time to come the 
only con ja:wbich they may ever be
